DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on February 28, 2008, has been entered. Claims 6, 
7, 9, and 10 are pending.

3. Claims 6, 7, 9, and 10 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The examiner agrees with applicant's argument on p. 8, in the second paragraph. In the 
context of race condition identification the control flow analysis of routine calls, the prior art of 
record fails to disclose or fairly render obvious the feature of determining a possibility of the first 
and second arguments referring to the same file despite lexical dissimilarity, as recited in claims 
6 and 9.
